Several important deals have been 
consummated, some witb short-time 
drilling clauses in lieu of larg 
bonuses.

The company paid 
bonus of $500 and agreed to drill 
in 90 days. A rental of $20 : 
month will be paid.

Drill to Low Depths

For This District

4875 -FEET DOWN

Felker Community No 1
Sets A Record

For Field
With the Felker Community No. 1 

drilling at a depth of 4875 feet 
the Standard Oil company hat 
taken the lead in deep drilling ir 
the Torrance field. The Felker wel> 
is about 400 yards west of . the 
western limits of Torrance and the 
same distance north of the Tor 
rance-Redondo boulevard.

The Standard's field men are not 
speculating in advance on the possi­ 
bilities of picking up a deeper 
sand, but declare that the company 
is going to give the west section 
of the field a thorough test.

The Shell Oil company, the pio­ 
neers in deep .drilling in Southern 
California fields, started pioneering 
in this field with Redondo Xo. 1 
on its lease midway between Tor­ 
rance and_ Redondo, but has fallen 
behind life Standard in the racr 
for the lower sands. While on 
various occasions it has been given 
out that the Shell's Redondo No. 1 
was below 4800 feet, it was learned 
yesterday that the well was only 
4790 feet.

The Standard U drilling with ro­ 
tary tools and the Shell with a 
standard rig. which accounts for 
the greater speed being made by 
the Standard Oil crew. The Stand­ 
ard holds the record for the world's 
deepest well with rotary equipment. 
This well was drilled near Bols? 
Chica on an old Torrance estate 
lease and was put down 6600 feet 
It cost more than a quarter of a 
million dollars.

WAIT INSPECTOR

U. S. Agent Daily Ex­ 
pected To Give 

Approval

Eleven new wells! That is tht 
startling development in the Tor­ 
rance field since Monday of thi: 
week, which outstrips the new op­ 
erations In any other field in South- 

California during the same 
period.

Like mushrooms, derricks are 
springing up throughout the south­ 
ern section of the fiejd, witb thr 
chief cluster around the new Mid 
way Northern producer.

The estimated cost of putting 
down the 11 new wells Is three- 
quarters of a million dollars.

Last week four wells were started 
and next week four others will be 
put under way.

Onlv a Start
And still the field is only being 

scratched. The number of rigs in 
the field last week was 62. and, 
this week the number has been in 
creased to 73.

With almost unbelievable swift­ 
ness the Torrance field has grown 
from the infant of the petroleum 
world to one of its most promising 
giants. The search for oil is lead­ 
ing in all directions and a largr 
number of the new wells are in 
hitherto unproven territory. !

The greatest part of the new ac- i 
tivity centers around the Midway ; 
Northern's big well. Since Monday 
of this week this section has taken 
on the aspects of a gold rush. Hun-. 
dreds of people daily are making 
pilgrimages to the well, and on al) 
sides men are at work unloading 
trucks of lumber and oil well sup­ 
plies and paving the way for thr 
new wells.

Like a Race
The spirit of the race prevaib 

as the rival crews work side by 
side. Just west of the Mldwa> 
Northern well the rig builders are 
working on the Petroleum Midway's 
derrick, the first of this company 
in life east section of the field 
On the next location west the Selby 
ft Root crew has most of the der­ 
rick completed, while still farther 
to the west, on the south side of 
Redondo boulevard, the Pan-Ameri­ 
can (E. L. Doheny) is starting 
work on the first two wells in the 
Torrance field. Between the Pan 
American holding* and Selby & 
Root the Sentinel Oil company bar 
a small lease and will be compelled 
to offset at once.

On the north side of the boule­ 
vard the Chanalor Cuufield Midway 
engineering force has located twt 
new wells, one to offset the Petrole­ 
um Midway well and .the other to 
offset the Superior Oil company'? 
well, which In turn IB otsetting the 
Chanslor Canfield Midway's Tor­ 
rance No. 8, now standing cement­ 
ed at 3223 feet. About 200 feet

Torrance may soon very 
be moved up a peg in Uncle Sam's

That the gray uniform of the 
mail carrier would soon be a fa

Mr. Gourdier has been seeking for 
a long time.

All that stands between Torranc* 
and the arrival of those 
postmen Is this inspector, and there 
is little doubt on the pan of Mr 
Gourdier that any inspector who 
visualizes the growth of Torrance 
will approve the new service.

Hampered by lack of space, inade­ 
quate appropriation and almost 
everything else that could stand In 
the way of service, the Torranc- 
postoftice has overcome all obstacler 
and given service in the face of the 
rapid growth of the city.

And all the time the postmaster 
has been reporting the need for 
carrier service.

There are BO blind inspectors on 
Uncle Sam's payroll, it U under­ 
stood, and business men believe that 
only a blind man would fall to set 
the need of carrier delivery here

Just when the Inspector will ar­ 
rive is a matter of conjecture.
